Written for The Bandwagon by Charlie Duble, old Circus Trouper 


One sunny day early in October, 1897, 
Prof. Gentry’s famous Dog and Pony 
Show exhibited at Jeffersonville, Indiana, 
the home town of the writer. That was 
the full title of the show at that time 
This was the first appearance also in 
this city but it came many times in the 
following years. One of the earliest band 
leaders of the show was Eugene Waak 
who was noted for his great endurance 
and high notes on the cornet. | recall 
to this day one number the Gentry band 
played for the overture that night. It 
was ‘Melodies from the Opera—Bohem- 
ian Girl.’ Eugene Waak was a well 
known leader of that period and served 
a few years with the Gentry show.
